About  Austin  Originations 


We  approach  this  subject  by  quoting  from  “Who’s  Who  in  the 
Glad  World”,  in  the  Florists’  Review  of  October  3rd,  1929,  as  writ¬ 
ten  by  Prof.  Cecil  Houdyshel  of  California,  originator  of  Gladiolus 
Los  Angeles,  the  “cut  and  come  again”  and  others  of  equal  merit, 
who  says: 

“Mr.  and  Mrs.  Austin  of  Ravenna,  Ohio,  make  up  a  firm  of 
which  Mr.  Austin  is  the  executive  head  and  Mrs.  Austin  the  hy¬ 
bridizer.  Owing  to  the  world-wide  popularity  of  her  originations, 
Mrs.  Austin  is  naturally  better  known,  but  one  has  only  to  engage 
Mr.  Austin  in  a  few  moments  of  conversation  to  determine  that  he 
has  been  an  able  and  inspiring  co-operator.  They  have  been  grow¬ 
ing  gladiolus  over  forty  years.  Mrs.  Austin  was  one  of  the  founders 
of  the  American  Gladiolus  Society  and  was  supervisor  of  judges  for 
several  years.” 

In  the  above.  Prof.  Houdyshel  has  given  us  a  kindly  intro¬ 
duction  to  many  who  have  recently  become  Gladiolus  growers,  and 
to  those  we  wish  to  mention  that  the  trend  of  the  times  is  to  grow 
more  of  the  newer  varieties.  Every  Glad  grower  wants  “something 
new”  in  his  garden  each  season,  and  the  demand  is  constantly 
increasing. 

Producing  new  worthy  varieties  has  been  a  lifetime  specialty 
with  us,  and  the  early,  mid-season,  late,  exhibition,  commercial, 
garden  and  landscape  requirements  have  been  considered  in  our 
offering. 

Landscaping  is  a  new  use  for  Gladiolus  that  is  coming  into 
favor,  and  varieties  especially  suited  for  this  purpose  should  be 
of  medium  height,  long  season  bloomers  and  pliable  spike  that  will 
bend  with  the  wind  but  not  blow  over. 

Novelties,  too,  have  a  place,  and  we  offer  such  as  have  real 
beauty  and  practical  use  as  well  as  being  novel. 

We  are  listing  our  newer  ones  in  Large  (L),  Medium  (M)  and 
Small  (S)  meaning,  mostly,  sizes  No.  1,  No.  3,  No.  5.  Possibly  larger 
or  smaller  sizes  of  some  varieties  may  be  substituted  but  all  will  be 
to  the  full  value.

18  well  placed  buds  and  blooms  on  straight  graceful  spike  36  inches  and  over 
in  height.  First  flower  generally  5  inches  in  diameter.  As  the  blooms  expand 
they  become  somewhat  reflexed.  Early,  a  good  companion  to  Gold  Eagle.

Blotch  outlined  with  narrow  line 
cf  deep  pink.  A  florist  demonstrated  its  use  by  arranging  the  creamy  spikes  of 
salmon  blooms  with  dark  green,  making  a  lovely  combination.  Another  noticing 
(on  a  cloudy  day)  its  brightness  in  the  field  as  compared  with  dark  green  of 
others  remarked,  ‘T  thought  there  was  a  streak-o-sunshine  in  that  row”.

ORIENTAL  SILK: — Four  inch  blooms  of  deep  rose,  attractive  form  and 
unusual  silky  appearance.  Pliable  spike,  medium  height.  Beautiful  when 
massed.
